





Rev. De Bolster Undergoes 


Further Surgery 


Rev. Henry R. De Bolster, President of 
Redeemer College was advised by his doc- 
tors that further surgery will be required in 
order to complete his recuperation fram his 
recent illness. 

Doctors have now confirmed that Rev. 
De Bolster has ulcerative colitis, which 
means further major abdominal surgery is 
required. While this surgery is considered 
major, doctors now feel that Rev. De 
Bolster's strength and general medical con- 
dition has improved sufficiently so that this 
operation can take place. 

Rev. De Bolster was scheduled to enter 
Toronto Western Hospital on Saturday, 
November 3 and undergo surgery on Mon- 
day, November 5. It is expected that Rev. 
De Bolster will remain in the hospital for 
some three weeks, followed by a recupera- 
tion period at home. 

Rev, De Bolster anticipates being back on 
campus early in the new year in order to 
resume his duties.

Leaving Redeemer 


Dr. Barbara Pell, Assistant Professor of 
English at Redeemer College, has notified 
the College that she will not seek re- 
appointment at the end of her current term 
which concludes after the 1984-85 
academic year. 

Dr. Pell's husband, Rev. Archie Pell has 
accepted a call to a large Anglican church 
in Vancouver, B.C. Dr. Pell informs us that 
it is highly unusual within Anglican circles 
for a minister to make such a major move, 
but the Pell family telt led to accept the call 
to Vancouver, and as a result Dr. Pell will 
be unable to continue her teaching career 
at Redeemer College. 

Redeemer Reflections asked Dr. Pell to 
write something for our readers in relation 
to the decision to move to Vancouver. 

“| taught in the secular wilderness for 
many years, and when the Lord brought 
me to Redeemer, | thought | had found my 
promised land. My experience here has 
been the happiest and most rewarding of 
my teaching career. The Christian love, ac- 
ceptance and virtue (an old-fashioned 
word but appropriate) of all the faculty, 
staff and students have strengthened and 
encouraged me beyond measure. | quite 
frankly, do not want to leave. But my hus- 
band and | have been shawn by very clear 
signs that God is calling us to serve His 
church in Vancouver. For an Anglican 
minister to change dioceses (classes) is 
quite extraordinary, and we did mot an- 
licipate it when | accepted the position at 
Redeemer. But, of course, there is no ques- 
tion but that the children and | will follow 
Archie as s00n as my commitment to 
Redeemer is fulfilled. Meanwhile, we 
regard him asa missionary to the natives of

Dr. Pell hopes to continue her teaching 
career someday at another Christian post- 
secondary institution. 

Barbara Pell has had a profound, positive 
impact on Redeemer College.
